ALL IS QUIET. 


The comparative calm that settled 


down over the turbulent community

renewal of serious disturbance.

ONE UNTOWARD EVENT. 


Throughout the entir. day there 


•was but one urtoward event. 
This 


•was the 
firing of three shots in the i 


direction oJ one of tha militiamen 


who was standing guard duty. Tlie 
sentry reported to Major John 0. 
Smith, who is in command of the 
troops, that he heard two bullets 
whiz past his head and tha report of 
a third shot. 


The firing was traced to a near- 


by garage, the officer said. Two men 
In uniform were seen loitering about 
this place earlier in the morning. 
Major Smith advanced the theory 
that they may have been men on 
leave or on their way to Camp Grant 
and perhaps 
were 
radicals 
who 


wanted to start trouble. 


TWO MEETINGS HELD. ' 


Enforcement of law and order was 


the keynote of addresses made by 
Sheriff Persons, May .' Rundle and 
other civil officials, together with 
the chairman of the federated bodies 
of workmen, at a mass meeting of 
strikers In Firemen's hall Sunday 
morning.

I- feel that the time has arrived when I should make clear to 
those of you who have left your position, as well as those of you who have re- 
mained, the position of the Illinois Central System with reference to this entire 
matter. 


In my letter to you of June 14th I enumerated the three things which your 


leaders proposed to have you strike against: namely, (1) contracting of shop 
plants to outsiders, (2) the order of the United States Railroad Labor Board relat- 
ing to rules and working conditions, and (3) the order of the United States Rail- 
road Labor Board establishing rates of pay effective July 1. 


The question of contracting shops to outsiders is not a part of the contro-

The Questions involved in the matter of rules and working conditions and the 


order establishing rates of pay effective July 1 are the only ones at issue. They 
are not questions between you and the Illinois Central System management. They 
were decided by the United States Railroad Labor Board and those of you who are 
out on strike are striking against lawful decisions of a branch of the United States 
Government.

WHAT TIMBER 


LINE IS 


BY PROF. M. J. ELROD 


.Chair of Biology, VnivenUy of 


Montana. 


Til* term timber line la generally 


misunderstood. 
It really refers to 


the elevation above the sea at which 
trees cease to grow, even with fav- 
orable soil conditions. This varies 
with the position on- the earth with 
respect to temperature and rainfall. 
It is highest at the equator, lowest 
at. sea lovel In the arctic regions. 


Trees make-the most exacting de- 


mands upon soil ana climate of al- 
most any forma of vegetable life. 
Timber is the last and highest jorm 
ol vegetation in a region, and 
Is 


never 
present 
unless the require- 


meets for -growth and seed produc- 
tion* are met. In a mountainous and 
rocky 
region disintegration comas 


first, then Ijchens and mosses, later 
comes grasses, annuals and biennials, 
shrubs, and, finally, trees. 


-But there Is a region above which 


no 
trees 
will grow. 
In 
tropical 


Andes 
the altitude is about 16,000 


feet; in Colorado it Is between 10,000 
and 11,000 feet; in northern Montana 
about 9500 feet. 
The 
timber line 


altitude gradually lowers until, near 
the arctic 
circle, 
the land 'of the 


sticks marks the last bit of timber 
growth, on an approximate-!evelv of 
the sea, - 


Too short a season for growth of 


seeds on the tres, too much evapoar- 
tion due to warm winds in summer, 
insufficient soil cover of seeds, in- 
sufficient or too much moisture, any 
or all combined, will cause absence 
of timber growth. Mountain tlrrtber 
line Is caused by short season.

The aver- 
ago bill of fare consisting of fine 
flour, bread, potatoes, meat, coffee,

may ba taken from the files and 
reviewed by army officials.

M o s c o w.—S o v i e t 
Russia has 


launched Its first internal loan to 
the value of 10,000,000 poods of rye 
receivable in money, but payable In 
gram after the next harvest, Post- 
ois advertising this "bread 
loan,' 


which is designed to stabilize Rus- 
sian currency, have 
been 
put 
up 


throughout Russia and subscriptions 
already ar\e being received. 


Six million Soviet rubles are cal- 


culated to be worth one pood, or 36 
pounds of rye, In receiving the sub- 
scriptions and the loan is put out a* 
95 repayable at par in December anc 
January next. 
Special grain funds 


are to be set aside, guarruteed by 
the g-overnment gold reserve, to re- 
pay the loan, and peasants will be 
permitted to 
meet 
their 
natural 


grain tax in loan certificates, in- 
stead of rye, if they so desire. 


The loan was authorized by the 


All Russian Central Executive com- 
mittee as the first of its measures 
after the close of the Genoa confer- 
ence, to relieve the financial situa- 
tion.
